As long as they have a dime to purchase 
a ‘flop’ elsewhere they'll do it. “They: are 
asked many quéstions at the municipal hotel, 
and they don’t Ike it. 


Lodging Houses All Filled. 

All other cheap lodging houses are over- 
flowing. 

Hundreds of. men will be refused work 
because they are nét properly dressed to 
stand the cold. Last.year a friend gave me 
$100 to use the best I saw it. I bought caps, 
mittens, and socks. Ice companies will only 
employ those who are warmly clad.”

Chicagoan Would Have Govern- 
ment Reform: Offenders and 
Then Release Them. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
Advocating a form of imprisonment for cor- 
porations which violate the anti-trust law. 
Donald Richberg of Chicago appeared before 
the senate interstate commerce committee to- 
day. Richberg, who is a@ member of thé bar 
and who spoke at the invitation of Senator 
Cummins, suggested that the government 
take charge of offending concerns, benefit 
by their income, reform them, and after a 
time return them to their stockholders. This 


treatment. he held, would be more effective 


than the imposition ot noes or the punish- 
ment of corporations’ officers. He said: 

“ While the suggestion that a‘law break- 
ing corporation should be imprisoned may 
have a somewhat radical sound, it may, on 
second: thought, appear to be more Son- 
servative than the prevailing cry of the day 
that negligent directors and dummy officers 
should pay the penalty of imprisonment for 
wrongdoing, conceived for the benefit of, and 
worked out for the profit of stockholders who 
are not legally able to punishment.’ 


Measures Proved Ineffective. . | 
“The whole tendency of modern penal leg 
islation is toward finding and imposing pen 
alties which shall be not merely deterrent 
punishments but measures of 4. To 
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subject a corporation to a find has proved 
an ineffective measure. The punishment of 


individual officers can never be effective or 


satisfactory, for three reasons: 
„ First— The exceeding difficulty of locat- 


ing what officers are personally responsible 
tor illegal actions. 


Donald Richberg Addresses 


. *Second—The probability, that is almost 
a certainty, that the only legally responsible 
parties will be mere scapegoat underlings. 

„ Third—Such a punishment is 4 purely 
deterrent · penalty. simply encouraging men 
of courageous wunscrupulousness to grow 
wealthy dy taking a daily risk, and does not 
tend to the betterment of conditions. 

„When it is suggested that the penalty for 
violation of anti- trust legislation should be 
imprisonment of the offending corporation, 
or all the offending corporations involved in 
@ particular conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
the first inquiry will naturally be. How can 
a corporation be imprisoned? ‘ 


Method of Imprisonment. 

“ The imprisonment of a corporation would 
be accomplished by « process similar to a re- 
ceivership. On a sentence of imprisonment 
belng pronounced the court would place the 
corporation in the hands of those designated 
dy the statute; perhaps, following the receiv- 

ership analogy, persons chosen by the court 
‘as fitted to manage the business involved 
and made officers of the government fer that 

urpose. 

r „Under the control of these receivers, 
whom I may designate marsha! receivers, to 
distinguish them from civil recelyers, the 
corporate entity would be kept alive just as 
an individual prisoner is fed, given a habita- 
tion and permitted to labor for the benefit 
of his health, and for the benefit of the state. 

“The entire affairs of the corporation 
would be subject to the scrutiny of the fed-

The right of tis city to employ women in its 
cantagioug disease hospital and other public 
institutions for periods longer than ten hours 
in a single day was denied in a decision made 
by Municipal Judge William N. Gemmill yes- 
terday in the nurses’ ten hour law case.

The prosecutions were brought under the 
recent amendment to the ten hour law which 
seeks to regulate the hours for the employ- 
ment of females in public institutions in the 
state. . 

The defense of the city was that it was a 
municipal corporation and as such was an 
agent of the state in the exercige of the pow- 
ers conferred upon.it. by the state. Judge 
Gemmill heid that the state had the right to 
cause the city of Chicago to be indicted and 
prosecuted if it either failed or refused to 
observe the law of the state.

Economical Housekeeping

A Womens Luncheon. 


ANY a woman who “sae quite equal to 
planning the home m to —— a 
little outside help when she proposes to 


to cook and serve a 
guests, she has. much more to face than the 
mere planning of a menu and the buying for it. 
She must order it so that it will be pogsible to 
have everything just as it ought to de, though 
there be but one pair of hands to do the work. 
She cannot have many dishes that require much 


attention at just the moment they are served, or 


things that will cause too long waits between 
the courses. It is no small task to get up a 
nice, pretty meal for. eight or a dozen persons 
and do all the work ones self, but with good 
management and « timely start one person can 
do it with perfect success. 

If the hostess have a hot soup it is almost 
necessary that she have a cold meat. The cold 
or iced soup of the summer ig out of the ques- 
tion at this time of the year. The salad she 
should have ready and on ice or in a cool place 
two or three hours before it is to be served. If 
she choose some fruit dessert like a filled pine- 
apple or a made cream, these, too, should be 
ready some time beforehand and placed where 
they will be as cool as possible. And the dishes 
for each course should be out on the ‘sideboard 
or where they will keep hot for the hot things. 

If she choose a hot soup she will have. that, 
the vegetables, a hot bread, or toast—if she 
chooses these—and the coffee’ to watch She 
cannot well choose soufflé of either meat or 
vegetables, unless she has her hot meat in a 
chafing dish over which one of her guests pre- 
sides.
